The  committe  on  the  report  of  the  Education 
Commission  recommended  “that  the  financial  pro¬ 
gram  outlined  be  given  the  hearty  endorsement  of 
the  Convention,  -and  that  the  Education  Commis¬ 
sion  be  Instructed  to  act  In  accordance  with  the 
recommendations  contained  In  their  report." 

The  Education  Commission  during  the  past  nine 
months  has  been  engaged  in  carring  out  these  in¬ 
structions.  The  $15,000,000  apportioned  has  been 
accepted,  while  debt-ralsing-campalgns  are  near¬ 
ing  completion  In  several  states  amounting  ap¬ 
proximately  to  $2,000,000  more.
